Somerset businesses benefit 
from £800,000 grant funding 


THIRTY businesses across Somerset and Devon have 
received around £800,000 of grant money to help 
boost the region's economy and create jobs. 

Funds were secured in 2012 by Devon County 
Council from the Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Defra) and the Rural Development 
Programme for England (RDPE) for the Heart of the 
South West Rural Enterprise Grant Scheme at the be¬ 
ginning of last year. 

A total of 84 jobs were expected to have been cre¬ 
ated by this month and a further 33 by March 2017, 
totalling 117. 

The programme was managed by the county's REG 
team with guidance and support provided by Penin¬ 
sula Enterprise and BiP. 

Chief executive of the Heart of the South West 
Local Enterprise Partnership, Chris Garcia, said: “We 
are really pleased to have been successful in attract¬ 
ing the Rural Enterprise Grants to help these busi¬ 
nesses grow. 

“The grants are designed to develop, expand and 
stimulate economic growth, innovation and employ¬ 
ment opportunities, helping our rural communities re¬ 
main active and vibrant places in which to live and 
work. 

“Tackling barriers to growth that benefit both urban 
and rural businesses is an important part of our Strate¬ 
gic Economic Plan which aims to generate economic 


prosperity in the Heart of the South West area.” 

Somerset's cabinet member for business inward in¬ 
vestment and policy, Councillor David Hall, added: 
“I’m delighted to hear that the Rural Enterprise 
Grants fund has supported Somerset based, rural 
business. Some small businesses have found it chal¬ 
lenging to secure financial backing in the current cli¬ 
mate and it can prevent them from fulfilling their true 
potential. 

“We want Somerset to be a county in which small 
businesses can thrive and grow, boosting the local 
economy and creating jobs. These grants will give the 
successful applicants a chance to invest in their busi¬ 
ness at a time when financial backing can be hard to 
find.” 

An example of local businesses benefitting from the 
grant is Eternal Kitchens in South Petherton, which 
received £56,425. This will help with the construction 
of a new building to include a joiner’s workshop, a 
dedicated finishing area, an office facility, a staff 
room and a dedicated parking area. The grant will 
also improve the efficiency of work production and 
raise the image of the company which will conse¬ 
quently increase sales turnover and further create 
employment opportunities. 

The company aims to integrate renewable energy 
options into heating systems to reduce waste and im¬ 
prove working conditions. 


Council launches'cheap and easy'phoneline 


SOMERSET County Council has launched a new 
phone number to make it easier and cheaper for res¬ 
idents to get in touch. 

The ten separate 0845 numbers previously used 
have now been replaced with a single number for all 
telephone enquiries - 0300 123 2224. 

This means people will no longer need to decide 
which 0845 number to ring and on average it will be 
cheaper to call. The 0300 number is charged at the 
same rate as numbers starting 01 and 02 and calls to 
it are automatically included with free mobile and 
landline call packages. 

Council leader, Councillor John Osman, said:"While 
our website will answer many council-related ques¬ 
tions nowadays, we still received a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion calls last year and the contact centre Somerset 
Direct remains a vital way for members of the public 
to contact us. 

"I'm pleased we have been able to simplify this 
process by providing one easy to remember number 
for all enquiries - and I'm delighted this will also 
make it cheaper for people to call." 

The vast majority of the 250,000 calls received last 
year covered the council's business, ranging from li¬ 
braries to street lights. Some of the most common 
calls included reporting highways issues like pot¬ 


holes or faulty street lights, requests for birth and 
marriage certificates, applying for blue badges, re¬ 
newing library books, enrolling on courses with Som¬ 
erset Skills and Learning, paying invoices and 
enquiries about parking. 

There were also a small number of more unusual 
requests which the authority was unable to help 
with, other than pointing the customer in the right 
direction. These included: "What size tin is required 
for the Mary Berry strawberry tart featured on the 
BBC's Great British Bake Off?", "What are the rules and 
regulations for hosting a mouse race?", "How high is 
Mt Kilimanjaro?", "I've eaten an out of date pork pie- 
what should I do?", "Do you have a list of film times 
for the cinema?" 

Councillor Osman added: "Our call handlers are 
well trained and as helpful as possible but they are 
there to help with enquiries about the support and 
services that we have to offer. 

"So if you're looking to report a pothole or to find 
out about school admissions, then 0300 123 2224 is 
the only number you need. If you have a more gen¬ 
eral question, then perhaps try phoning a friend in¬ 
stead."

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Winsham resident and former soldier meets 
The Queen at Buckingham Palace reception 


WINSHAM resident Andrew Simkins OBE, a for¬ 
mer soldier, recently attended a reception at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace hosted by Her Majesty The Queen. 

The Queen, who is patron of The Winston 
Churchill Memorial Trust, hosted the event to 
mark its 50th anniversary as Sir Winston’s living 
legacy. 

Since 1965, over 5,000 British citizens have been 
awarded Churchill Fellowships from over 100,000 
applicants, to travel overseas to study areas of top¬ 
ical and personal interest. The knowledge and in¬ 
novative ideas they bring back are shared for the 
benefit of their profession, their community and, 
in lots of cases, the nation. For many people, a 
Churchill Fellowship proves transformational and 
they go on to achieve great things - effecting pos¬ 
itive change within society. 

Mr Simkins served in the Army Air Corps and 
completed operational tours in Dhofar, Oman, 
Northern Ireland, Afghanistan and Bosnia-Herze¬ 
govina. He was mentioned in dispatches and re¬ 
ceived an OBE for his military and charity work 
in 2006. 

In 2008 he undertook his fellowship to the USA 
and Chile to investigate veteran support in the 
community. Since then he has championed veteran 
issues through his membership of veteran organi¬ 
sations, and as president of 656 Squadron Associ¬ 
ation.

County council welcomes Local

• The smart office 
programme to modernise 
offices at County Hall 
and beyond; 

• Sound governance and 
positive leadership from 
the chief executive and 
leader; 

• A willingness to invest 
in its people and 
recognise achievement. 

The report also high¬ 
lights challenges and areas 
where the authority should 
look to improve, such as 
children’s services, more 


clarity in its priorities and 
the need for better engage¬ 
ment with elected council¬ 
lors. 

These “things for the 
council to take forward” 
also include: 

• Making the county 
plan more tangible; 

• Closer working with 
partners on a more strate- 
gic/holistic approach to 
budget challenges; 

• Making its Change 
Programme more 
focussed.

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Old Cerdics present school with 

portrait of its most famous son 

— 




MEMBERS of The Old Cerdics Association have 
presented Chard School with a framed portrait of 
one of its most famous sons, Thomas Wakley 
(1795-1862). 

The presentation was made to mark the 85th 
birthday of the association, which is for former 
pupils of the school. 

Mr Wakley was born in Membury, Devon, and is 
described as "one of the most influential social 
and medical reformers of the 19th century". After 
attending Chard School, he trained as a pharma¬ 
cist in Taunton and walked to London where he 
qualified as a surgeon. 

It was not long before his conflicts with the 
medical establishment began and led to the 
founding of The Lancet, which is now acknowl¬ 
edged as the leading authoritative medical jour¬ 
nal with a global reach world-wide, delivering 
latest medical news and clinical research. 

Thomas Wakley was a very busy man and also 
became a radical Member of Parliament for Fins¬ 
bury with no particular political allegiance, a seat 
he was to hold for nearly 20 years. 

A Chard School spokesperson said: "He was a 
truly remarkable man who has received scant 
public recognition for all he achieved. 

"On a typically arduous day he could be found 
voting in the House of Commons in the early 
hours of the morning, presiding over several in¬ 
quests (as a coroner) in rural Middlesex by lunch 
and back at Westminster by tea time with Lancet 
business to fit in before he got to bed." 

Current MP for the Yeovil constituency, David 
Laws, was invited to formally unveil the portrait 
and deputy editor of The Lancet, Dr Astrid James, 
was also among guests.

Homemade Creme Eggs

Small Businesses and the 2015 Budget 


IN the last Budget before the General Election, 
the government introduced measures likely to 
impact on smaller businesses, with the overall 
aim of creating 'a dynamic, regionally balanced 
economy and to support future productivity 
growth'. In summary, the key changes, announce¬ 
ments, and proposals included: 

• From 6 April 2016, the government will extend 
the period over which self-employed farmers can 
average their profits for income tax purposes 
from 2 to 5 years to help farmers plan for the fu¬ 
ture, recognising the often volatile nature of farm 
profits. 

• Class 2 National Insurance Contributions for 
the self-employed are to be abolished during the 
next parliament. 

• Employer National Insurance Contributions for 
those under the age of 21 will be abolished from

April 2015. 

• National Minimum Wage for an adult is to rise 
to £6.70 per hour from 1 October 2015 (realising 
a full-time annual increase of £300), and the ap¬ 
prentice rate to £3.30 per hour. Full-time appren¬ 
tices will see their annual salaries increase by over 
£1,000 as a result. 

• The main rate of Corporation Tax will be 20% 
from April 2015, and will remain at that level for 
the financial year commencing April 2016. 

• A Diverted Profits Tax (for those companies di¬ 
verting their profits from the UK to reduce their 
UK tax liability) will be charged at 25% on di¬ 
verted taxable profits and will apply from 1 April 

2015. 

• The Annual investment allowance is set to re¬ 
duce from £500,000 to £25,000 from 1 January 

2016. However, the Chancellor is to look at this

again and is likely to set it at a much more gener¬ 
ous rate which will be announced in the 2015 Au¬ 
tumn Statement. 

•The government will prevent individuals from 
claiming Entrepreneur's Relief on the disposal of 
personal assets used in a business carried on by 
a company or a partnership, unless they are dis¬ 
posed of in connection with a disposal of at least 
a 5% shareholding in the company, or a 5% share 
in the partnership assets.This affects disposals on 
or after 18 March 2015. The relief is intended to 
benefit individuals who are permanently with¬ 
drawing from a business. 

• A new ambition that ultrafast broadband of at 
least 100Mbps should be available to nearly all 
UK premises. 

• The government has asked the South West 
Peninsula Task Force on rail to consider improve¬ 
ments to the Exeter to Salisbury line as part of its 
work. The Great Western Route will seethe intro¬ 
duction of new Intercity Express trains providing 
more frequent services and faster journey times.

Starting up a business, a guide from GOV.UK 


Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a business, you'll first need 
to come up with a realistic idea that you can turn into a prod¬ 
uct or service. Find local support, including help with devel¬ 
oping business ideas, on the National Enterprise Network 
website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with an idea for a busi¬ 
ness you think there's a market for, or invented something 
you think people will want to buy. Find out how to register 
your idea to make sure nobody copies it without your per¬ 
mission. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify potential customers. Talk 
to them and find out if your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product or service with real 
customers, make changes, and test it again. Keep doing 
this until you're sure there's a demand for it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think about who you're going 
to work with to develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out which legal structure is 
right for you, and whether you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different sources of business finance, 
from bank loans to government-backed schemes. 

If you're unemployed, you might be able to get support 
and financial help from Jobcentre Plus. Contact the 
Business Link Helpline for help and advice on starting or 
growing your business.

Part 2: Research your market 

Test your business idea with potential customers to check 
if there's real demand for what you're planning to sell. This 
lets you find out about any problems and fix them before 
you've wasted too much time, effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your market to understand 
your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to them and find out 
about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of your product or service 
(a 'prototype'). Work out the cheapest and quickest way of 
making something that lets you find out if you're meeting 
a real customer need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. Find out what they'd 
be willing to pay for it. Try out different prices with 
different customers in a consistent, realistic way to see what 
people will really pay. Can you make enough money for a 
return on your investment? 

4. If there are other businesses competing for your market, 
think about what will make you different. Can you provide 


something better than what's already available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different opening hours or 
home delivery. You could aim for a specific group of cus¬ 
tomers who aren't being targeted by other businesses (a 
'market niche'), make something that's easier to use than 
competitors'products, or meet a customer need by solving 
a problem that nobody's ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think about testing your 
idea by taking a short-term lease on premises for a few weeks 
or months. Watch videos on choosing your business prem¬ 
ises, and deciding whether to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based on what you've found 
out about your customers' needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your product or service, in¬ 
cluding the way you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident that they'll be willing 
to pay what you're asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, think about chang¬ 
ing it completely. Is there another product, service or market 
that uses your skills and resources in a different way? 

Write a business plan 
A business plan is a good way to sum up: 

• the customer need you're aiming to meet 

• how your business will meet that need while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your customer re¬ 
search, and that you're able to explain how you can turn your 
idea into viable business before you invest lots of time and 
money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool to convince other 
people of the value of your business. This includes potential 
partners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one person, known as a 'sole 
trader'. If you set up as a sole trader you'll be self-employed, 
which means you'll be your own boss. 

You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's admin and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, particularly if you're 

leaving full-time employment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, partnership or limited 
company, your business is likely to involve working with 
more people to develop and sell your idea - including part¬ 
ners, suppliers and distributors.

THE new Jeep Renegade marks a series of firsts in the 
company's history. On sale in the UK from February 
2015, the Renegade is Jeep's first entry into the small 
SUV segment. It is also the first Fiat Chrysler Automo¬ 
biles car to be jointly developed by Italian and Amer¬ 
ican engineers and the first Jeep to be built in Europe 
but sold in the USA.
